« Extinguishing Fires by Electricity.

_~ Fires have once in-a while been caused
by electricity, and it seems strange that
the very source of danger can now be
utilized as a cure for the ill that it may
create. The systems of auntomatic
sprinkling generally adopted are open to
many objections, and are often found
uncertain in action just at the moment
when they are required. The main diffi-

culties which have hitherto stood in the =

way are now overcome by the use of an
electrical sprinkler.

This modification comprises the use of
a motor and pump and a complete sys-
tem of “sprinkler” pipes, which can be
so arr=nged as to cover every part of the
building it is desired to protect. Push
buttons are placed in convenient posi-
tions on every floor, and these start the
motor and pumpand open any valves
which may be required for the extinction
of the fire. It is an immense advantage
to thus be able to gain control of large
masses of water and to localize the flow.
